22 Sec. 2. APPLICABILITY. This Act is applicable to
23 appointive boards, commissions, committees, and councils of a
24 political subdivision of the state on and after January 1,
25 2012.
26 EXPLANATION
27 This bill requires appointive boards, commissions,
28 committees, and councils of a political subdivision of the
29 state that are established by the lowa Code to be gender
30 balanced. Current law only applies the gender_ balance
31 requirement to state boards, commissions, committees, and
32 councils. The bill provides that the gender balance
33 requirement for political subdivisions applies beginning on
34 and after January 1, 2012.
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
